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KMAG Guides ROK Army to Fourth 
Largest in World; Releases U.S. Troops

INCE early in 1954, a steady stream 

of American troops have departed 
from Korean ports, as the United States 
Army has implemented its program of re- 
deployment in the Far East. 

A major factor 
in allowing this 
readjustment of 
American troop 
strength in Ko- 
rea has been the 
steady growth in 
numbers, train- 
ing and combat 
potential of the 
Republic of Ko- 
rea Army. For 
the ROK Army, 
now regarded as 
the fourth larg- 
est in the world, 
has assumed pri- 
mary _—s responsi- 
bility for defense 
of the peninsular Republic against any 
threat of aggression.

Group to the Republic of Korea, acti- | 
vated on 1 July 1949, can rightfully claim | 
that its contribution to the steady prog- | 
ress of the ROK Army has been a major | 
one. Since its inception, this American | 


Army unit, generally referred to as 
KMAG, has offered guidance, counsel and 
advice in every phase of the Korean 
Army’s development. 

Korea is unique among the nations of 
the free world to which the United States 
has provided military aid since the end 
of WWII, in that each of the U. S. 
Services—Army, Navy and Air Force— 
maintains a separate advisory organiza- 
tion to counsel its ROK counterpart 
service. 

Actually, the American Army’s assist- 
ance in the development of a defense 
force in South Korea began shortly after 
the first American personnel came to the 
country at the conclusion of WWII in 
1945. When these first Americans arrived 
in September, 1945, to assist the Koreans 
in the attainment of free and independent 
status after 40 years of Japanese rule, 
Lt. Gen. (later Gen.) John R. Hodge 
headed three separate but interlocking 
headquarters. The first and highest of

Chairman Vinson Cites Need To Provide 
120,000 Gov’t Houses For Service Families 


As the 84th Congress convened this | 
week, Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of | 
the House Armed Services Committee, | 
urged the “vigorous prosecution of a fam- 
ily housing program for the military 
services.” 

Representative Vinson said he feels the 
Government should embark upon a mili- 
tary family housing program which will 
provide 27-30,000 new units each year for 
the next four years. 

“Nothing,” Mr. Vinson declared, “would 
do more to improve morale and keep in 
the Services the highly-trained personnel | 
so sorely needed.” He added that the 
problem is one “of the highest priority 
and importance.” 

The new Chairman of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee said it is time “to stop

President Eisenhower, revising up- 
ward previously announced manpower 
cuts for 1955 and 1956, has called for 
continuation of a military establishment 
with “balance and flexibility adequate 
for our purposes and objectives,” with 
emphasis on modern airpower and new 
weapons of “rapid and destructive strik- 
ing power.” 

Simultaneously, the President warned 
that the rapid turnover of experienced 
Servicemen “seriously weakens the com- 
bat readiness of our Armed Forces and 
is exorbitantly expensive.” 

To correct this situation, the President 
declared in his State of the Union Mes- 
sage on 6 Jan. that he will sponsor on 


13 Jan. legislation to raise military pay | 


and allowances. 





At that time, he will also call upofi 
the 84th Congress to vote approval for 
improved family medical care, revised 
survivor benefits, and “more and better 
housing.” 

The “career attractiveness” legislation 
will reach Capitol Hill together with the 
President’s new program “to rebuild and 
strengthen the civilian components of our 
Armed Forces.” 

General Ejisenhower’s State of the 
Union Message followed by less than 24 
hours release of a communication to De- 
fense Secretary Charles E. Wilson, which 
disclosed that manpower cuts announced 
just two weeks previously will be modi- 
fied.

Military Personnel Lose War Benefits: 
Halt Called For Service After 31 Jan. 


President Eisenhower has called a halt 
to various wartime benefits for Service 
personnel. 

In a proclamation dated 1 Jan., the 
President set 31 Jan. 1955 as the terminal 
date governing eligibility of personnel 
in the Armed Forces for such Korean GI 
Bill benefits as education and training, 
vocational rehabilitation, loan guaran- 
ties, unemployment compensation and 
mustering out payments. 


Additionally, nonservice-connected pen- 


sions, higher rates of compensation, 
hospitalization based on “war veteran” 
status, and certain veterans’ benefits and 
preferences under the housing and farm 
loan assistance laws also are ruled out. 

Service personnel will not acauire any 
of these benefits through military serv- 
ice after 31 Jan. Those who acquired 
eligibility for the benefits on the basis 
of service performed before 1 Feb. 1955 
will not be affected by the order. 

However, the proclamation also sets 
the ultimate terminal date for several 
benefits, after which no one will be able 
to take advantage of the benefit regard- 
less of when it was earned.

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The President’s Philosophy of Defense 
Is Outlined In Letter To SecDef Wilson 


RESIDENT Eisenhower's view on the defense needs of the nation, with particular 

emphasis on manpower requirements for the next two years, is described in a 
newly released communication to Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson. 

Here is the complete text of the exchange of letters between Mr. Wilson and 


President Eisenhower. 
January 3, 1955 
Dear Mr, President: 

For nearly two years we have discussed 
the various problems relating to the 
armed services and in particular the need 
for the conservation and proper utiliza- 
tion of our manpower, both military and 
civilian. Just before Christmas you again 
discussed the question of personnel 
strengths with me and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. 

I have found so much value in the 
views underlying your decisions as to the 
personnel strengths of the armed services 
that I wonder if you would give me the 
gist of them in written form. I should 
like very much to have them available 
during the next year to guide me in my 
consideration of those matters and to be 
able to make them available to all of the 
interested people who are considering 
this problem.

President Eases 


Capitol Pressure 
Undoubtedly taking cognizance of a 
threatened dispute on Capitol Hill over 
defense plans, which could involve pro- 
fessional military and political leaders, 
President Eisenhower’s letter to Mr. Wii- 
son seeks strategically to avoid such an 
outcome. 

The President stresses that defensive 
forces must be adequate “to defend a 
way of life,” but he adds that they “must 
not become such an intolerable burden as 
to occasion loss of civilian morale or the 
individual initiative on which, in a free 
country depends the dynamic industrial 
effort which is the continuing foundation 
of our nation’s security.” 

Then, the President comments that “it 
is at this point that professional military 
competence and political statesmanship 
must join to form judgments as to the 
minimum defensive structure that should 
be supported by the nation.” 

This approach is certain to be a guide- 
line for testimony of Administration offi- 
cials before the 84th Congress. In this 
way, they will strive to put themselves in 
the position of working together with the 
Congressional leadership to find this ap- 
propriate “minimum defensive structure” 
adequate for its purpose, instead of per- 
mitting a situation in which Congress and 
Defense Department officials—civilian 
and military—are protagonists over the 
adequacy of the military establishment.

Dear Mr. Secretary: 

Responding to your request I shall, in 
this note, briefly summarize the views on 
our general needs in military strength, 
including personnel, that I expressed 
verbally to you and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff in December. Needless to say, these 
convictions on how best to preserve the 
peace were formed after earnest con- 
sideration of the oral and written views 
of our military advisers. 

In approaching this problem, we should 
keep ever before us the realization that 
the security of the United States is in- 
extricably bound up with the security of 
the free world. For this reason, one of 
our tasks is to do everything possible to 
promote unity of understanding and ac- 
tion among the free nations so that each 
may take its full and proper part in the 
cooperative process of establishing a last- 
ing and effective security. 

Certain considerations, applying more 
specifically to our own country’s military 
preparations, are these: 

First, the threat to our security is a 
a continuing and many-sided one —- 
there is, so far as we can determine, 
no single critical “danger date” and no 
single form of enemy action to which 
we could soundly gear all our defense 
preparations. We will never commit ag- 
gression, but we must always be ready 
to defeat it. 

Second, true security for our country 
must be founded on a strong and ex- 
panding economy, readily convertible to 
the tasks of war. 

Third, because scientific progress ex- 
erts a constantly increasing influence 
upon the character and conduct of 
war, and because America’s most pre- 
cious possession is the lives of her citi- 
zens, we should base our security upon 
military formations which make maxi- 
mum use of science and technology in 
order to minimize numbers in men. 

Fourth, due to the destructiveness of 
modern weapons and the increasing 
efficiency of long-range bombing air- 
craft, the United States has reason, for 
the first time in its history, to be deeply 
concerned over the serious effects 
which a sudden attack could conceiv- 
ably inflict upon our country. 

Our first objective must therefore be to 
maintain the capability to deter an enemy 
from attack and to blunt that attack if 
it comes—by a combination of effective re- 
taliatory power and a continental defense 
system of steadily increasing effective- 
ness. These two tasks logically demand 
priority in all planning. Thus we will as- 
sure that our industrial capacity can 
continue throughout a war to produce the 
gigantic amounts of equipment and sup- 
plies required. 

We can never be defeated so long as 
our relative superiority in productive ca- 
pacity is sustained. 

Other essential tasks during the initial 
period following a possible future attack 
would require the Navy to clear the ocean 
lanes, and the Army to do its part in meet- 
ing crit cal land situations. Our forces in 
NATO and elsewhere could be swiftly en- 
gaged. To maintain order and organiza- 
tion under the conditions that would pre- 
vail in attacked areas of our country 
would of itself constitute a major chal- 
lenge. Improved Reserve programs would

OLLOWING is the text of those sections of the President’s State of the Union 
Message which touch on problems of national defense and the morale and wel- 


| fare of Servicemen and their families. 


“Our many efforts to build a better 
world include the maintenance of our 
military strength. This is a vast under- 
taking. Major national security programs 
consume two-thirds of the entire Federal 
budget. Over four million Americans— 
servicemen and civilians—are on the rolls 
of the defense establishment. During the 
past two years, by eliminating duplica- 
tion and overstaffing, by improved pro- 
curement and inventory controls, and by 
concentrating on the essentials, many bil- 
lions of dollars have been saved in our 
defense activities. I should like to men- 
tion certain fundamentals underlying this 
vast program. 

“First, a realistic limitation of arma- 
ments and an enduring just peace remain 
our national goals; we maintain power- 
ful military forces because there is no 
present alternative—forces designed for 
deterrent and defensive purposes alone 
but able instantly to strike back with 
destructive power in response to an at- 
tack, 

“Second, we must stay alert to the fact 
that undue reliance on one weapon or 
preparation for only one kind of warfare 
simply invites an enemy to resort to 
another. We must, therefore, keep in our 
armed forces balance and flexibility ade- 
quate for our purposes and objectives. 


Emphasizes Air Power 


“Third, to keep our armed forces abreast 
of the advances of science, our military 
planning must be flexible enough to util- 
ize the new weapons and techniques 





which flow ever more speedily from our 
research and development programs. The 
forthcoming military budget therefore 
emphasis modern airpower in the Air 
Force, Navy and Marine Corps and in. 
creases the emphasis on new weapons, 
especially those of rapid and destructive 
striking power. It assures the mainte- 
nance of effective, retaliatory force as the 
principal deterrent to overt aggression. 
It accelerates the continental defense 
program and the build-up of ready mili- 
tary reserve forces. It continues a vigor- 
ous program of stockpiling strategic and 
critical materials and strengthening our 
mobilization base. The budget also con- 
templates the strategic concentration of 
our strength through redeployment of 
certain forces. It provides for reduction of 
forces in certain categories and their ex- 
pansion in others, to fit them to the mili- 
tary realities of our time. These emphases 
in our defense planning have been made 
at my personal direction after long and 
thoughtful study. In my judgment, they 
will give our nation a defense accurate- 
ly adjusted to the national need. 

“Fourth, pending a world agreement on 
armament limitation, we must continue 
to improve and expand our supplies of 
nuclear weapons for our land, naval and 
air forces while, at the same time, con- 
tinuing our encouraging progress in the 
peaceful use of atomic power. 

“And fifth, in the administration of 
these costly programs, we must demand

which the United States should be ready 
with mobile forces to help indigenous 
troops deter local aggression, direct or in- 
direct. 

In view of the practical considerations 
limiting the rapid deployment of large 
military forces from the continental 
United States immediately on outbreak 
of war, the numbers of active troops 
maintained for this purpose can be cor- 
respondingly tailored. For the remainder 
we may look primarily to our Reserves 
and our mobilization base, including our 
stockpile of critical materials. 

All these capabilities have a double 
value—they served our aim in peacetime 
of preventing war through their deter- 
rent effect; they form the foundation of 
effective defense if aggressor should 
strike. 

Both in composition and in strength 
our security arrangements must have 
long-term applicability. Lack of reason- 
able stability is the most wasteful and 
expensive practice in military activity. 
We cannot afford intermittent accelera- 
tion of preparation and expenditure in 
response to emotional tension, inevitably 
followed by cutbacks inspired by wishful 
thinking. Development of sound, long- 
term security requires that we design our 
forces so as to assure a steadily increas- 
ing efficiency, in step with scientific ad- 
vances, but characterized by a stability 
that is not materially disturbed by every 
propaganda effort of unfriendly na- 
tions. 

It is, of course, obvious that defensive 
forces in America are maintained to de- 
fend a way of life. They must be ade- 
quate for this purpose but must not be- 
come such an intolerable burden as to 
occasion loss of civilian morale or the 
individual initiative on which, in a free 
country, depends the dynamic industrial 
effort which is the continuing founda- 
tion of our nation’s security. 

It is at this point that professional 





help greatly—in fact might prove the de- | 


cisive margin—in these as in other major 
tasks. 

To provide for meeting lesser hostile 
action—such as local aggression not 
broadened by the intervention of a ma- 
jor aggressor’s forces—growing reliance 
can be placed upon the forces now being 
built and strengthened in many areas of 
the free world. But because this reli- 
ance cannot be complete, and because our 
own vital interests, collective security 
and pledged faith might well be involved, 
there remain certain contingencies for 


military competence and political states- 
manship must join to form judgments 
as to the minimum defensive structure 


| that should be supported by the nation. 


To do less than the minimum would ex- 
pose the nation to the predatory pur- 
poses of potential enemies. On the other 
hand, to build excessively under the im- 
pulse of fear could, in the long run, de- 
feat our purposes by damaging the 
growth of our economy and eventually 
forcing it into regimented controls. 
It is for the reasons so briefly touched 
upon above that I have decided to pre- 
sent to the Congress, on behalf of the 





Administration, a program which has 
been under development during the 
past two years. That program contem- 
plates an active personnel strength of 
the Armed Forces at June 30, 1955, of 
approximately 3,000,000, within which 
the Air Force will be increased to about 

975,000. 

Experience will determine to what 
extent the personnel strengths set for 
June 1955 can be further reduced. It 
would not be wise at this time to fix 
rigid targets for 1956. As a goal, I sug- 
gest a strength of the order of 2,850,000 
—with any further material reductions 
dependent upon an improved world sit- 
uation. To reach such figures without 
injuring our combat strength will re- 
quire continuing close scrutiny of all 
defense elements, with particular em- 
phasis on administrative overhead. 
Essential to this entire program is 

economy in operation. If we are to sup- 
port active and effective forces of the 
order indicated over a period which may 
last for decades, we must practice a strict 
austerity in day-to-day operations. This 
is an insistent and constant mission of 
every responsible official, military and 
civilian, in the Defense Department. 

In this time of rapidly developing tech- 
nology and frequent changes in the world 
situation, we should in our efforts for 
peace and security continuously re-shape 
our programs to changing conditions and 
avoid fixed or frozen ideas. The threat 
of modern war calls for constant modern- 
ization. 


Since your request to me and this reply 
both deal with matters on which our 
citizeniy ought to be as fully informed 
as cousiderations of security permit, I 
am airecting the public release of the 
two documents.

DRAFT EXTENSION 


In calling for extension of the au- 
thority to draft men for two years 
service in the Armed Forces, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower makes no mention 
in the State of the Union Message 
of a four-year projection. 

Defense Secretary Charles E. Wil- 
son has stated that the Administra- 
tion would ask for a four-year con- 
tinuation of Selective Service. 

Many observers feel that Congress 
would not vote more than a two-year 
extension. 
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Air Force Will Triple Reserve Forces 


Manpower In Revised 51-Wing Program 


Employing a compulsory assignment 
but voluntary participation approach, the 
Air Force has launched an ambitious Re- 
serve Forces program to place 349,000 
officers and airmen in wing mobilization 
billets—more than three times the pres- 
ent number. 

At the same time, the Air Force dis- 
closed plans to add a new Reserve wing, 
which will be a troop carrier unit at 
Andrews AFB, Washington, D. C., and to 
revise the composition of the 50 other 
Air National Guard and Reserve Wings. 

Basic intention is to strengthen the 
Continental Air Defense Command. 

In the event of war, fighter-bomber 
wings of the Air Force Reserve would 
have a primary mission on D-Day of sup- 
porting the Continental Air Defense Com- 
mand, and would subsequently be as- 
signed to Tactical Air Command when 
released by Continental Air Defense 
Command. 


Air Guard fighter units would be as- 
signed to the Continental Air Defense 
Command. Air Guard jet fighters are al- 
ready augmenting the alert maintained 
around-the-clock by Continental Air De- 
fense Command. 

When the Reserve Forces program is 
in full swing, which will probably take 
several years, there will be Guard and 
Reserve fighter aircraft on assignment at 
92 bases in the United States. 

By the end of 1955, it is expected that 
all of these fighters will be jets. 

At the present time, the National Guard 
has about 55,000 officers and airmen, in- 


cluding 2700 pilots to man about 2000 air- 
craft of all types in 27 wings. 

The Air Force Reserve includes 110,000 
officers and airmen, of whom 3500 are 
pilots, but also including large numbers 
who are not directly involved in the 23- 
wing Reserve program or in its support. 

Air Force authorities estimate that by 
the end of the current fiscal year, the 
Reserve Forces (the ANG and AFR) will 
have about 114,000 officers and airmen 
against the 349,000 objective. 

The big problem facing the Air Force 
is to expand greatly the participation of 
Reservist airmen. It is now estimated 
only about 10,000 airmen are in pay 
status in the Reserve. 

How will this be done? 

The Air Force will give about 100,000 
airmen leaving active duty each year a 
specific assignment with a Reserve unit. 

Each will know what his exact duty 
will be in event of emergency. All will 
be encouraged to participate in training 
activities, with emphasis to be placed on 
patriotic motivation, pay, promotion 
and retirement benefits. 

The airmen leaving active duty after 
four years’ service will be reminded that 
they have a total eight-year obligation 
of “honorable service.” 

The Air Force, though it will not use 
compulsion, is hopeful that large num- 
bers of airmen will at least sign up for 
a minimum of two weeks’ active duty 
training. 

Air Force officials say that there is no 
problem in officer ranks, where strength 
is 85-90 per cent of that authorized.

USMC Board Picks 3,556 For Captain Rank; 


Confirms 2,710, Reverts 255, Makes 846. 


A Marine Corps selection board has 
picked 3,556 Regular and Reserve first 
lieutenants for promotion to the rank of 
captain. 

The total figure includes 2,710 officers 
who are presently serving in the grade 
of captain under war-time temporary 
promotions, and whose appointments in 
that grade were confirmed by the statu- 
tory board which has just completed 
deliberation. 

An additional 846 first lieutenants were 
picked for advancement to the rank of 
captain by the same board. 

A total of 2,965 officers currently serv- 
ing in captain’s rank were considered, 
along with 1,062 officers who are presently 
serving as first lieutenants. 

The 255 captains whose war-time pro- 
motions were not confirmed by the board 
will be reverted to the rank of first lieu- 
tenant on 28 Feb. 

It is expected that the first lieutenants 
picked for advancement will be promoted 
by 1 March. 

A list of first lieutenants picked for 
captain follows. Those names preceded 
by an asterisk indicate that the officer is 
a Reserve on active duty.

Martin’s New 600-MPH Jet Flying Boat 


To Be Basis Of “Seaplane Striking Force” 


The Martin Aircraft Co. announced 
this week the roll-out of the XP6M-1 Sea- 
Master—the world’s first multi-jet sea- 
plane—which is to be the center point 
in “an entirely new concept in naval 
warfare—the Seaplane Striking Force.” 
Ground tests are now underway; flight 
tests will begin in the Spring. 

The SeaMaster is designed originally 
for minelaying and photo-reconnaissance, 
but the Navy permitted the manufac- 
turer to say that it can also be readily 
adapted for bombing missions. In addi- 
tion a transport version is available. 

The dimensions of the new seaplane 
have not been released, but it is as big 


as a commercial airliner and is powered | 


by four Allison J-71 jet engines with 
afterburners for take-off. The engines, 
without afterburners, will propel the sea- 
plane at better than 600 miles per hour. 

The SeaMaster is operated by a crew 
of five—-pilot, co-pilot, navigator, mine- 
layer, radio operator and armament de- 
fense operator. Interior arrangement in- 
cludes a bow radome, enclosing a radar 
scanner; main deck with pilot compart- 
ment; entrance compartment where an- 
chor and anchor gear are stowed; flight 
deck compartment for crew members; 


and a pressure lock for in-flight access to 
unpressurized areas. 

The announcement stressed the fact 
that the SeaMaster has been designed to 
remain in operation, i.e. in flight or afloat, 
for long periods of time, and has the 
ability to operate in high waves and 
marginal sea conditions. 

The new Seaplane Striking Force, it 


| was said, will consist of mobile support 


ships—tenders, tankers, ammunition 
ships and new air-transportable dry dock 
and servicing dock facilities for seaplanes 
which Martin is building under contract 
for the Navy. 

The portable dock for use in servicing 
or dry docking seaplanes has been de- 
signed to eliminate the necessity for 
beaching. The dock can be disassembled 
for storage aboard ship and can be trans- 
ported by air. It was stressed that the 
new SeaMaster can be refueled at sea 
and that new loads of mines or ammuni- 
tion can be taken on at sea. In addition 
upper portions of the engine nacelles 
contain hinged panels extending the full 
length and width of the engines to per- 
mit engine changes while the plane is 
afloat. 

Emergency escape provisions include 
an ejection seat for the pilot, and a down- 
ward escape chute for other crew mem- 
bers.

Special Infantry and Artillery Officer 
Candidate Schools to qualify selected Na- 
tional Guardsmen for officer status will 
again be conducted next summer. 

Open to National Guard non-commis- 
sioned officers and warrant officers of the 
48 States, territories and District of Co- 
lumbia, the concentrated 10-week courses 
will be given at the Infantry School, Ft. 
Benning, Ga., in two classes, 2 May to 8 
July, and 13 June to 19 August, re- 
spectively, and at the Artillery School, 
Ft. Sill, Okla., 16 June to 19 August. 

The special courses were initiated in 
the summer of 1953 to provide a means 
for qualified Guardsmen, unable to at- 
tend Regular Army OCS courses, to meet 
the high professional requirement neces- 
sary for commissioning as an officer in 
the National Guard. Candidates for the 
training must, as a minimum, be high 
school graduates or equivalent. 

A total of 152 National Guardsmen 
were graduated from the schools last 
summer. Attendance quotas provide for 
150 candidates to attend each of the In- 
fantry courses and 120 at the Artillery 
course.

Gen. Ridgway Faces Hill Testimony; 
Interest Grows In Retirement Possibility 


General Matthew B. Ridgway and the 
other members of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff will be called before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee during the 
early weeks of the 84th Congress to dis- 
cuss cuts in military manpower. 

This was the word from Senator Rich- 
ard B. Russell (D-Ga.), Committee Chair- 
man. 

He was questioned by newsmen on 
Capitol Hill following publication in last 
week’s issue of THE JOURNAL of a report 
that General Ridgway had written a let- 
ter addressed to President Eisenhower 
discussing the impact of the Army man- 
power losses. 

At Augusta, Ga., where the President 
was winding up his year-end vacation, 
Press Secretary James J. Hagerty said 
late last week that the Chief Executive 
had not received such a communication. 

At the Pentagon, Army 
clined to comment on THE JOURNAL story. 

On Capitol Hill, however, there was 
immediate reaction from Senator Russell 
and other Democratic Senators. 

It was immediately indicated that Gen- 
eral Ridgway would be asked to give his 
views on the changes in manpower plans. 

Presumably, the Senate Committee will 
waste little time in summoning the Army 
Chief of Staff to the Capitol. 

For one reason, Senator Russell and 
his colleagues are aware of the possibility 
that General Ridgway’s term as Chief of 
Staff could end in March, when he will 
reach the age of 60 and have over 35 
years’ service. 

(See Editorial Comment on Page 542.) 

Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) of the 


House Armed Services Committee has not | 


indicated whether or not he will ask 
General Ridgway to appear before his 
group, though it is certain House mem- 
bers will ask probing questions of Army 
witnesses on manpower during hearings 
on the National Reserve Plan.

USMC Has. Sets 21 F ebruary Deadline 
For Reserves To Submit SWAG Requests 


Marine Corps Reserve officers whose 
Standard Written Agreements expire be- 
fore 1 July 1956 must make application 
to the board which meets on 1 March, if 
they wish to continue service after their 
phase-out date, say Marine Headquarters. 

The board will choose 65 ground cap- 
tains, lieutenants and warrant officers 
for vacancies within quotas established 
for fiscal year 1956. No ground lieutenant 
colonels or majors will be considered. 

In aviation, three lieutenant colonels, 
three majors and 14 captains will be 
named for SWAG’s. 

Officers now on duty with the Regular 
Marines who are selected for duty in the 
Reserve program will be retained in the 





Regular establishment until vacancies 
occur in the Reserve program for which 
they were selected. 

There will be vacancies for 300 cap- 
tains and lieutenants in the critical Naval 
Aviation field. No majors or lieutenant 
colonels will be chosen in this field. 


Eligibility requirements and details 
concerning the fiscal year 1956 and 1957 
programs may be found in Marine Corps 
Memorandum No. 110-54. An attachment 
to the memo charts the required lineal 
position which is necessary to qualify for 
SWAG tours of from one to five years. 

Marine Headquarters has set an ap- 
plication deadline of 21 February. 





USMC Prepares New MOS Manual For Field; 


Cuts Specialty 


A streamlined Marine Corps MOS 
structure, expected to become effective 
on 1 March, will result in the elimina- 
tion of 177 numbers. 

The revised system has been com- 
pleted by Headquarters and sent to the 
printers. It is hoped the new manual will 
reach the field in time to meet the proj- 
ected effective date. 

However, if there is a delay, Headquar- 
ters said, a later date will be used. In 
any case, commands, having had about 
two years advance notice and instruc- 
tions, will be required to complete the 
transition to the new system within 30 
days of the effective date. 

Under the revised structure, which cuts 
the number of MOS’ from 470 to 293, 90 
per cent of involved EM will not have 
their MOS changed, or will only be re- 
quired to pick up a minor skill to qualify 
for a new MOS. 

In 10 per cent of the cases, however, 
EM will have to undertake major retrain- 
ing in order to obtain a new MOS. 

The decision to revise the MOS struc- 
ture was made after it was determined 
that there were too many duplications 
and too many different MOS’ within the 
various occupational fields. 

In light of these factors, Headquarters 
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Numbers From 470 To 293 


said, it was decided to do away with rank 
differentials, since the MOS should be 
a functional indicator, not a skill indica- 
tor. For example, where there was a dif- 
ference in the Administrator MOS under 
the old system, the new structure pro- 
vides that all Administrator ranks, from 
E-1 through E-7, will carry the MOS num- 
ber 414. 

In addition, the new system also pro- 
vides that there will be a maximum of 
three MOS’ on any man’s service record. 

All future entrants into the Corps will 
be identified as Basic Marines (Code No. 
9900)—until a specific skill level is at- 
tained. 

This policy will not apply to those who 
bring skills into the Corps. Those pos- 
sessing skills will be given an MOS con- 
sistent with civilian specialties. 

Headquarters has advised all com- 
mands to govern themselves by the fol- 
lowing criteria when assigning MOS’ un- 
der the new structure: 

1. The individual’s experience, demon- 
strated ability and aptitude, 

2. The personnel requiremets of the 
Marine Corps as a whole, and, 

3. The desires of the individual con- 
cerned. 

Authorization has been given to con- 
vene informal boards to review individ- 
ual qualifications.

Most of the necessary criteria for per- 
manency have been met by these tenta- 
tively approved bases. For example, the 
bases are located where construction, 
maintenance and logistic support are 
most economical to operational require- 
ments. The bases are adaptable to meet 
the long-term development trends and 
needs of the Air Force, and have enough 
acreage to insure continued safe flying 
activities. The bases also are in proximity 
to civilian communities capable of pro- 
viding supplementary housing and other 
essential community facilities. 

The criteria which have not been met 
at the 14 bases are Federal jurisdiction 
over the installations and, in some in- 
stances, Federal ownership to all of the 
necessary land. When these are obtained 
the bases will become a part of the per- 
manent AF base structure and raise to 
a total of 130 the number of permanent 
AF bases in the Z. I.

“MATS not only carried out its peace- 
time support of the nation’s armed forces, 
but also gained invaluable training in its 
wartime job of providing strategic airlift 
for the entire Department of Defense,” 
said General Smith. 

MATS’s three transport divisions — 
Pacific, Atlantic and Continental — flew 
an estimated half million passengers and 
patients during 1954. Cargo and mail air- 
lifted totaled more than 90,000 tons. 
MATS flew a grand total of approximate- 
ly 1,500,000 passenger miles, 100,000,000 
patient miles and 500,000,000 ton miles.

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The Hidden Premise. In view of the conflict 
of official statements as to the basis for the de- 
cision to curtail so drastically our military man- 
power, we look forward with interest to the hear- 
ings which the new Congress will conduct. 
Important among these will be the inquiry of 
the Senate Armed Services Committee. Senator 
Richard B. Russell (D-Ga.), who has resumed 
the chairmanship of that committee after a lapse 
of two years, has announced that he intends to 
get the “views and reasoning” of those who are 
proposing the reduction. Senator Russell un- 
doubtedly will want to go into this matter in 
greater detail than is described by the President 
in his letter of 5 Jan. modifying previously an- 
nounced cuts. Significantly, the Senator was at 
the Pentagon only several hours before the letter 
was made public. 

When Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson on 
20 Dec. announced the sudden decision to cut mili- 
tary manpower, he attributed it to the Adminis- 
tration’s view that the relative danger of immedi- 
ate war has lessened. Asked specifically whether 
the manpower slash reflected any great changes 
in our new weapons development, the Secretary 
replied that it did not. 

The very next day, however, Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles made the statement that the 
manpower cuts were made possible by technologi- 
cal advances rather than by any reappraisal of 
the world outlook. In fact, he contended that, be- 
cause of technological progress, the military 
strength of the United States would grow year by 
year despite the new schedule of reductions in 
manpower. 

It is these differences on the part of officials 
who are seeking to back up the Administration’s 
decision that will afford grist for the Congres- 
sional investigative mill. 

Of course, what many members of Congress 
see as the hidden premise in the reasoning behind 
the cut are substantial budgetary savings it will 
permit. 

Only a short while before the reductions were 
announced, Secretary of the Treasury George M. 
Humphrey had warned that the country was 
going to face a $3 billion deficit in the coming 
fiscal year. That this news should be followed so 
closely by a decision to make an accelerated re- 
duction in the military forces will certainly be 
taken as more than coincidental. 


Operation “Happy Dependents." The Navy 
is to be congratulated on the thoughtful care it 
is giving to the mass movement of Service fami- 
lies from the East to the West Coast. As a result 
of shifting 33 vessels from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific Fleet, some 8,000 officers and enlisted men 
are having their home ports moved across the 
continent. 

To facilitate this shift, the Navy has organized 
the transportation of the first 400 dependents, in- 
cluding 170 children, into a special train move- 
ment dubbed Operation “Happy Dependents.” 
Using a special train, with the enthusiastic co- 
operation of the American Association of Rail- 
roads, it will leave Norfolk 14 Jan. and arrive on 
the West Coast 17 Jan. Instead of standard 
berths, the AAR is striving to convert the special 
train into an all-room type. The railroads are 
providing a special car to be used as a game room 
for the children and it is to be furnished with 
toys, games and books by the welfare and recrea- 
tion departments. Through volunteer naval per- 
sonnel, a doctor, two nurses, and three WAVE 
corpsmen will be aboard to help. A motion pic- 
ture projectionist, due for transfer, also has 
offered to go along and show movies during the 
trip. 

When the families arrive in the Long Beach 
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and San Diego areas, there will be temporary 
housing awaiting those who plan to buy or rent. 
Central information offices have been set up to 
aid the house-hunters. 

Altogether it is an admirable example of what 
can be done to ease the burden on Service fami- 
lies. What could have been a most arduous trip 
with infinite details worrying each participant 
has been organized into as nearly as possible a 
painless trip.

Gen. Ridgway's Future. The Department of 
Defense and the Administration should announce 
at once what will be done about the future status 
of General Matthew B. Ridgway, Chief of Staff 
of the Army. Having attained the age of 60 and 
having had more than 35 years’ service and five 
in grade, General Ridgway would be retired by 
operation of law at the end of March unless the 
Secretary of the Army takes action to retain him, 
which would, of course, require Presidential 
approval. 

To delay announcing what course will be fol- 
lowed would cause considerable unrest and uncer- 
tainty in the ranks of the Army. In fairness to 
General Ridgway personally, and in recognition 
of his brilliant record of military service, as well 
as for the smoother operation of the Service, the 
Administration should say now what it plans to 
do about the Army Chief of Staff.

Readjust Retired Pay

Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

In the 4 Dec. issue of THE JOURNAL, 
I read with appreciation and renewed 
hope the resolution of the Retired 
Officers Association at their biennial 
convention in Washington, D. C., on 
29 Nov., to: “Equalize retirement 
benefits under the so-called Johnson 
Amendment to the Career Compen- 
sation Act so as to give retired offi- 
cers, regular and reserve, retired for 
any cause, 75% of their basic pay, 
provided they served in any capacity 
in the Armed Forces prior to 12 
November 1918 and had at least 15 
full years of full time active service 
at the time of retirement.” 

The above resolution enacted into 
law would correct the present in- 
justice to those officers entitled to 
75% of their basic pay for having 
served in the Armed Forces prior to 
12 Nov. 1918, but are being paid 75% 
of the pre-war basic rates of pay. 

I do not believe that it ever has 
been the intent of Congress to de- 
prive these officers of their tradi- 
tional right to participate in basic 
pay increases given for the purpose 
of partially offsetting the rising costs 
of living; that is, to have their re- 
tired pay computed on the current 
basic pay rates, instead of on out- 
dated, pre-war basic pay rates made 
unrealistic by the 50% devaluation of 
the dollar. Pre-war living costs have 
more than doubled, so these officers 
can buy roughly one-half of the 
necessities of life that they could 
purchase before the war. Therefore, 
their pay has been reduced to one- 
half of its pre-war value. And a very 
considerable portion of the one-half 
pay value remaining is withheld for 
payment of income taxes greatly in- 
creased since pre-war years. 

This injustice is further aggra- 
vated by the fact that of these offi- 
cers entitled to 75% of their basic 
pay, only those who retired prior to 


Career Compensation Act) are paid 
under the pre-war basic rates of pay; 
whereas, those who retired subse- 
quent to 1 Oct. 1949 are paid under 
the current basic rates of pay. Thus, 
the former are denied the right to 
participate in the basic pay increase 
which the latter enjoy. 

Energetic efforts have been made 
to correct this injustice by such out- 
standing Congressional leaders as 
Representative Paul J. Kilday, Sen- 
ator Kefauver, Senator McFarland, 
and many others; so far, without 
success. But I wonder how some of 
the apathetic Congressmen would 
feel if they were compelled to live 
on their pre-war pay. 

It is hoped that this inequity can 
be presented to the new Congress 
with sufficient emphasis to awaken 
their interest, and thus insure the 
correction of a long-standing in- 
justice.

What Seniority? 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Perhaps there is an answer to this 
question but, if so, I have yet to hear 
it—at least one that is valid. 

Of what practical, earthly use is 
the Promotion List number? It cer- 
tainly has nothing to do with senior- 
ity since seniority is based on rank 
that is worn on the shoulders. And 
the rank presently worn on most 
shoulders is directly related to the 
rank attained in World War II, since 
temporary promotions are based on 
temporary date of rank. 

Why must we continue to pay 
homage to World War II rank simply 
because some officers were more 
fortunate than others and, by 
chance, occupied a position, or were 
in a theater, where promotions were 
rapid and plentiful? It certainly 


superior to those other officers who 
were not so fortunate during World 
War II since service subsequent to 
that date has, in many cases, proven 
otherwise. 

The proposal was made shortly 
after World War II, and since re- 
peated many times, to adjust the in- 
dividual rank groupings to conform 
with Army promotion list standing. 
This was never carried out for a 
variety of reasons—mostly fancied. 
Then occurred the first list of tem- 
porary promotions—those based on 
seniority. It seemed that perhaps we 
were on the right track. But no— 
came the sudden about face, again 
for no good reason, and temporary 
promotions were made based on 
temporary date of rank—our present 
system. As a consequence, the per- 
manent lists are noteworthy only 
for their state of confusion. 

I propose that each rank, i.e., all 
Captains, Majors, Lieutenant Colo- 
nels, etc., be adjusted within that 
rank so that the senior man, Army 
Promotion List, is the senior man of 
that grade regardless of his tempo- 
rary date of rank. Further, that all 
future temporary promotions be 
based on the revised lists and not on 
temporary date of rank. I do not 
mean to infer, of course, that the 
senior man must be promoted simply 
on his seniority but do insist that if 
we are to have Regular Army senior- 
ity that it be given its just ‘mport- 
ance rather than to be usec simply 
as a convenient number. 

With all the publicity or career 
attractiveness, fringe bene‘its, pay 
raise, etc., and resultant pleas to 
Congress, here is one action that lies 
within the purview of the Depart- 
ment of Army to accomplish and one 
that would do much toward dignify- 
ing the Promotion List and correct- 
ing injustices. 

LT. CoL., ARTY 
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CAPITOL HILL LEADERS who will 
hold the fate of Defense legislation in 
their hands during 1955 are the new 
Democratic chairmen of the House and 
Senate Armed Services and Appropria- 
tions Committees. In the House they are, 
respectively, Representatives Carl Vin- 
son (D-Ga) and Clarence Cannon (D- 
Mo). Senator Richard B. Russell (D-Ga) 
heads the Armed Services Committee in 
the upper chamber and Senator Carl 
Hayden (D-Ariz) is at the helm of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 


A CONGRESSIONAL NEWCOMER, 
Senator Strom Thurmond (D-SC), also 
is National President of the Reserve Offi- 
cers Association. Shortly before the Sen- 
ate convened, Senator Thurmond out- 
lined the ROA’s legislative aims for the 
year: a military pay raise, readjustment 
pay for reservists separated after long 
terms of CAD, extension of the same in- 
come tax exemption to retired military 
personnel under 65 as that provided for 
other retired Federal workers, a fully- 
manned and trained Reserve structure, 
improved equalization of benefits for 
Service personnel and between Regulars 
and Reserves, and improved fringe bene- 
fits. 


MILITARY PAY should be boosted five 
per cent according to Chairman Tom 
Murray (D-Tenn) of the House Post Of- 
fice and Civil Service Committee. Repre- 
sentative Murray believes Congress “will 
promptly approve a fair and reasonable

increase in Federal employees salaries,” 
and that “a five per cent increase is just, 
fair and reasonable.” He said members 
of the armed forces “are entitled to simi- 
lar treatment when increases are given 
because of increased costs of living. Such 
a five per cent increase will be in line 
with the increase in veterans’ benefits 
approved this year.” 


CONCERTED DEMOCRATIC OPPOSI- 
TION to the proposed Defense cuts may 
be in the making. House Speaker Sam 
Rayburn (D-Tex), second most powerful 
man in Washington, announced at the 
opening session of the House that it will 
be the duty of that body to look carefully 
into the new Defense budget when it is 
submitted by the President. “We believe 
in a strong defense,” Mr. Rayburn said, 
and “as long as times are like they are 
we are going to vote a sufficient amount 
of money to keep our nation strong.” 
He noted that the U. S. had been at- 
tacked in both World Wars because our 
enemies knew we were not prepared. The 
new defense budget, he added, “must be 
enough.” 


STRONG PROTESTS will be made 
against the planned cuts by Democratic 
members of both Houses, How the same 
members will vote, however, is anyone’s 
guess. With the 1956 Presidential election 
looming ahead, it can be expected that 
both parties will await public reaction to 
the proposal before taking their final 
stand.

the utmost in efficiency and ingenuity. 
We must assure our people not only of 
adequate protection but also of a defense 
that can be carried forward from year 
to year until the threat of aggression has 
disappeared. 

“To help maintain this kind of armed 
strength and improve its efficiency, I must 
urge the enactment of several important 
measures in this session. 


Extend Selective Service 


“The first concerns the selective service 
act which expires next June 30th. For the 
foreseeable future, our standing forces 
must remain much larger than voluntary 
methods can sustain. We must, therefore, 
extend the statutory authority to induct 
men for two years of military service. 

“The second kind of measure concerns 
the rapid turnover of our most experi- 
enced servicemen. This process seriously 
weakens the combat readiness of our 
armed forces and is exorbitantly expen- 
sive. To encourage more trained service- 
men to remain in uniform, I shall, on the 
thirteenth of this month, propose a num- 
ber of measures to increase the attrac- 
tions of a military career. These meas- 
ures will include more adequate medical 
eare of dependents, survivors’ benefits, 
more and better housing, and selective 
adjustments in military pay and other 
allowances. 

“And third—also on January 13—I 
shall present a program to rebuild and 
strengthen the civilian components of our 
armed forces. This is a comprehensive 
program, designed to make better use of 
our manpower of military age. Because 
it will go far in assuring fair and equit- 
able participation in military training 
and service, it is of particular importance 
to our combat veterans. In keeping with 
the historic military policy of our Re- 
public, this program is designed to build 
and maintain powerful civilian reserves 
immediately capable of effective military 
service in an emergency in lieu of main- 
taining active duty forces in excess of 
the nation’s immediate need. 

“Our civil defense program is also a 
key element in the protection of our 
country. We are developing cooperative 
methods with State Governors, Mayors, 
and voluntary citizen groups, as well as 


among Federal agencies, in building the 
civil defense organization. Its significance 
in time of war is obvious; its swift as- 
sistance in disaster areas last year proved 
its importance in time of peace. 

“An industry capable of rapid expan- 
sion and essential materials and facili- 
ties swiftly available in time of emer- 
gency are indispensable to our defense. I 
urge, therefore, a two-year extension of 
the Defense Production Act and Title II 
of the First War Powers Act of 1941. 
These are cornerstones of our program 
for the development and maintenance of 
an adequate mobilization base. 


Survivor Benefits 

“Needed improvements in survivor, dis- 
ability, and retirement benefits for Fed- 
eral civilian and military personnel have 
been extensively considered by the Com- 
mittee on Retirement Policy for Federal 
personnel. The Committee’s proposals 
would strengthen and improve benefits 
for our career people in government, and 
I endorse their broad objectives. Full 
contributory coverage under old-age and 
survivors’ insurance should be made 
available to all Federal personnel, just 
as in private industry. For career mili- 
tary personnel, the protection of the old- 
age and survivors’ insurance system 
would be an important and long-needed 
addition, especially to their present un- 
equal and inadequate survivorship pro- 
tection. The military retirement pay sys- 
tem should remain separate and un- 
changed. Certain adjustments in the 
present civilian personnel retirement sys- 
tems will be needed to reflect the addi- 
tional protection of old-age and survi- 
vors’ insurance. However, these systems 
also are a basic part of a total compen- 
sation and should be separately and in- 
dependently retained. 

“In our determination to keep faith 
with those who in the past have met the 
highest call of citizenship, we now have 
under study the system of benefits for 
veterans and for surviving dependents 
of deceased veterans and servicemen. 
Studies will be undertaken to determine 
the need for measures to ease the read- 
justment to civilian life of men required 
to enter the armed forces for two years 
of service.”

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COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
For United (but Limited) Planning in Far East 


N the President’s return from Geor- 

gia last Sunday his aides let it be 
known that overseas defensive alli- 
ances’ strengthening is high on the list 
of 1955 priorities, That this applies not 
only to NATO (where the prospective 
admission of West Germany is a main 
item) but to the Far East as well, was 
borne out by the next day’s announce- 
ment of an eight-power meeting at 
Bangkok, Thailand, on 23 February. The 
aim is to put both military and economic 
life into the Southeast Asia treaty 
which the eight ministers signed at 
Manila last September. Present indica- 
tion is that both Mr. Dulles and Sir 
Anthony Eden will attend. 


The situation in the Far East has not 
changed materially since September. 
South Vietnam remains pitifully weak, 
and its neighbors understandably nerv- 
ous, so that the larger powers’ advice 
has been that they build up their de- 
fenses primarily against internal trou- 
bles which must be subdued before it 
is economically or psychologically possi- 
ble to erect respectable barriers against 
external aggression. Upon this same 
reasoning the more resourceful partners 
in the Manila treaty are expected to 
make their contributions not only to the 
self-policing efficiency of the smaller 
states, but to their political and eco- 
nomic stabilization, without which mili- 
tary security is impossible. 


THE MANILA PACT will not quickly 
lead to anything comparable to NATO. 
No united command is in prospect, for 
example, and the U. S. Seventh Fleet is 
expected to continue the largest arma- 
ment for general defense against ex- 
ternal aggression (with France and the 
Commonwealth nations providing added 
potential), while the several Southeast 
Asian nations undertake to provide their 
own growing security against internal 
dissension. 

But a permanent secretariat is quite 
likely, guiding the committees assigned 
to study of common problems, and en- 
abling this young organization to ac- 
quire experience in common activity, 
and so to justify its Manila statement 
of lofty purposes as to win the ultimate 
approval of those neutral Asian states 
which were too cautious to attend the 
Manila meeting. 


BY COINCIDENCE the announce- 
ment of the February meeting came 
almost simultaneously with Admiral 
Arthur W. Radford’s completion of his 
brief mission to the Far East. The Chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff was 
due to return to Washington at the 
week-end, in time for report to the 
President and the National Security 
Council on his conversations in Japan 
and elsewhere. 


The talks, as discreetly stated by Ad- 
miral Radford, were for the purpose of 
acquiring information, not for settling 
points of difference. In Japan’s case 
these differences are considerable, at 
the same time that they are compli- 
cated by political uncertainties in Japan 
itself, which is somewhat sorrowfully 
facing a new election. Even the amount 
of defense betterment which the pres- 
ent Tokyo government seeks is depend- 
ent upon the amount of material aid 
which America will supply, and—that 
factor being an unknown. even in Amer- 
ica—Premier Hatoyama has difficulties 
in his budgetary planning. 


UNITED NATIONS activity in be- 
half of our eleven flyers, imprisoned as 
“spies” in Red China, is under way at 
the week-end, with Dag Hammarskjold 
and his official party in Peiping for the 
awaited meeting with the Red author- 
ities. The Secretary General of UN has 
repeatedly warned that he has no au- 
thority to proffer a “trade” on any basis, 
but the voyage, and the talk which it 
has aroused, inevitably suggest the ulti- 
mate possibility of Red China’s admis- 
sion to the United Nations. Indeed, if 
we bear in mind that the flyers’ impris- 
onment is itself a purely (or impurely) 


political maneuver by Peiping, we are 
compelled to give thought to what else 
is involved in that maneuver. 


India’s Mr. Nehru is so fully conscious 
of the political aspect of the imprison- 
ment that he pointedly declined to ex- 
tend even the normal courtesies to 
Mr. Hammarskjold during the latter’s 
breather-touchdown in New Delhi. Un- 
official thinking in India is that Red 
China may well enough decide to re- 
lease the flyers “voluntarily,” in one of 
those unpredictable flourishes by which 
the Reds on occasion surprise the west- 
ern world, with oriental calculation that 
the effect of this flourish would exceed 
in value the use of the unlucky eleven 
as pawns in the bargaining. 


M. MENDES-FRANCE, the cables 
point out, is likely to assume a new 
international role shortly. That is, he 
has spent most of his months in office 
being pressed into activity by British 
and American diplomats. Now that, by a 
very narrow margin, he has jammed 
through the National Assembly the 
projects urged on him by those persist- 
ent Allies, he could very well begin put- 
ting the pressure on Britain and the 
United States for his own project— 
namely, the four-power talks with Rus- 
sia. He has to, by the terms of his hard- 
fought bargain with the National As- 
sembly. 


And, far from accepting the usual view 
that the ratification of the western pact 
slams the door on a meeting with Rus- 
sia (indeed M. Molotov himself said just 
about that) the confident, if almost 
breathless M. Mendés-France holds ex- 
actly the opposite view. The west being 
strengthened, he holds, it is in a better 
position to present its views, and Mos- 
cow will in time recognize that fact. 


Meantime the Premier, having won 
fight after fight at home and abroad, 
is disposed to let Finance Minister Ed- 
gar Faure take over the Foreign Office 
(which the Premier has been holding) 
so that M. Mendés-France hereafter can 
concentrate his attention on those do- 
mestic economic reforms which he be- 
lieves can restore France; to that end 
he may take a new ministry of his own 
creation. It is time to recognize that 
this tireless and daring premier, who 
has imposed his unsteady nation’s lead- 
ership on stronger Allies, is a statesman 
entitled to a sort of awed respect. 


RUSSIA’S continued restriction of 
American diplomats’ travel in Russia 
has finally been countered by the State 
Department, which this week presented 
a note shutting off entry to 27 per cent 
of the United States (on a highly selec- 
tive basis) by Russian diplomats and 
other official agents. This proportion 
corresponds visibly enough to the 29 
per cent of Russia which is shut off to 
our officials in Moscow. Those affected 
are 200 in the Russian embassy, 150 in 
the Russian delegation to UN, and a 
handful of Russian newspapermen, and 
persons connected with Amtorg. It is 
the first such prohibition we have im- 
posed, and a step taken only as a stated 
policy of retaliation. Indeed the state- 
ment says that after a liberalizing of 
Moscow rules, this government “would 
be disposed to reconsider.” 


PANAMA’S PRESIDENT, José Re- 
mon, fell victim to assassins Monday 
evening, to the profound regret of the 
statesmen of both Americas, aware of 
this strong man’s stabilizing influence 
over his country. At the moment Pana- 
ma’s activities are orderly, with José 
Ramon Guizado, formerly vice presi- 
dent, promptly sworn into the Presi- 
dency, and a ten day state of siege de- 
clared as a means of maintaining order 
through an uncertain period following 
this deplorable act of violence. The ex- 
planations to date are unsatisfactory, 
but the police were prompt in arresting 
former President Arnulfo Arias, an ac- 
knowledged political foe, and some 
thirty other persons.

IN SOME CASES, where other techniques cannot be 
used, the Air Force has made arrangements for the 
Sheriff or a Deputy to summon the airman to action. 





AIR FORCE EXPERTS maintain that all Air National 
Guard and Reserve fighter-interceptor units could 
be in the air within 2-3 hours after the first 
alert. Some will be ready in a matter of minutes. 





RUMORS ARE GROWING that Sec'y Stevens shortly will 
resign his post. At the time of the McCarthy- 

Army hearings last year, when such rumors also were 
rampant, The Journal was able to state categorically 
that Mr. Stevens would remain at the Pentagon. 
Similar assurances are not now being given by 
informed Defense officials.

NAVY SUCCESS in versatile employment of airpower,

could lead to eventual budget difficulties. Some 
Congressmen are likely to ask if it won't be pos- 
sible to cut back on carrier objectives in view 

of the anticipated potential of the Seaplane Strik- 
ing Force. 





NOTEWORTHY IS THE FACT that the SeaMaster is de- 
Signed primarily for minelaying and photo recon- 
naissance; its debut was hailed as heralding an 
"entirely new concept in naval warfare—the Sea- 
plane Striking Force." 





WITH THE GROWING EMPHASIS on guided missile ships, 
coupled now with high-speed seaplanes, the pinnacle 
in aircraft carrier history may soon be reached. 

In addition to large aircraft like the SeaMaster, 
the Navy is counting heavily on high performance 
sea-based fighters, like the Convair Sea Dart. 





PROTRACTED BUDGET BUREAU DELAY in acting on the 
Defense Dept. proposal to create scholarships in 
the nation’s medical schools for young men who 
would take on an obligation to serve a specified 
number of years on active service is causing con- 
cern at the Pentagon. SecDef Wilson has indicated 
the plan would be submitted to the 83d Congress, 
but the BOB failed to give clearance. 

















THE PRESIDENT'S EMPHASIS on "balance and flexibil- 
ity" in the Armed Forces and avoidance of “undue 
reliance” on one weapon will be well received by the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps. On the other hand, 
there is the restatement that the program "empha- 
sizes modern airpower" and will accelerate the 
continental defense program, primarily affecting the 
Air Force. 





PROTEST HAS BEEN MADE to the Army by the Reserve 
Officers Assn. over the newly announced policy to 
separate officers who are twice passed over for 
temporary promotion. The ROA says that the law 
requires that screening board, board of inquiry 
and board of review action be conducted for Regular 
officers. There is no similar procedure for 
Reservists, who will be given 120 days notice. 
The ROA wants Reservists to have an opportunity 
for appearance before at least one board before 
final separation. 





THERE'S CONSIDERABLE SPECULATION as to whether 

or not the ROA will make any kind of a fuss be- 
ginning this Spring when the Army starts to retire 
mandatorily Reserve officers with 20 or more years 
service. It will be surprising in any case if 
there is not some kind of Capitol Hill repercussion. 





COMMUNITY RELATIONS emphasis in the Armed Forces 

is pointed up in the announcement that Col. Frank 
J. MacNees, USAF, Donaldson AFB, S. C., has been 
named to head the annual Red Cross membership cam- 
paign in Greenville, S. C. All the Services are 
urging officers and NCO’s to take an active role in 
civic projects. 











CONFRONTED BY CRITICAL MANPOWER problems, the Navy 
has taken another step to retain personnel. Re- 
cently it dropped re-up standards. Now, the Navy 
will permit certain skilled sailors to reenlist in 
rank up to a year after discharge. 





MOVIES AREN'T LOSING any box-office appeal in Armed 
Forces training. The opposite is the case. At Ft. 
Dix, N. J., some 26,000 movies were shown to In- 
fantry recruits during 1954. 





ARMY AUTHORITIES are pleased with the marked upswing 
in reenlistment rates during recent months. They 
attribute the jump to increased stabilization high- 
lighted by "Operation Gyroscope," the new re-up 
bonus and prospects of a military pay hike. Enlist- 
ments also have been racked up at a fast clip; dur- 
ing August, September, and October, enlistment 
quotas were exceeded. The forthcoming drop in draft 
calls, however, will tend to make it tougher for 
recruiters in all Services. 





TIGHTER CONTROL by the Defense Dept. of Service 
contacts and communications with Congress is in 
the offing. The Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine 
Corps have been told to coordinate such activities 
with the Asst. SecDef for Legislative and Public

TAX EXEMPTION IS ERASED 


Tax exemptions for personnel in the Korean combat zone will end at 
midnight on 31 Jan., as the result of an Executive Order signed by President 


At present, personnel who receive the tax benefit are those serving in the 
combat zone and those who have been hospitalized either overseas or in the 
continental U.S. as the result of wounds or injuries sustained in the combat 


The exemption remains in effect for the entire month of January as a 
result of the midnight cut-off date which terminates combatant activities, but 
no one will receive the tax benefit beginning 1 Feb., regardless of duty station. 

Under the tax exemption, military personnel below officer rank in the com- 
bat zone were not required to pay any tax on their active service pay; officers 
who spent any part of a month in the combat zone were not required to pay 
tax on the first $200 of their pay for that month. 

The President’s action was taken as part of an overall program which 
calls a halt to accrual of further wartime benefit rights by reason of military 


The action, the White House said, “is in keeping with the long-established 
practice whereby the Congress has limited entitlement to wartime veterans’ 
benefits to periods of military service associated with hostilities.”

benefits. Entitlement for most of them 
began for military service on or after 27 
June 1950. The laws authorizing them 
provided that the eligibility period could 
be terminated either by concurrent reso- 
lution of the Congress or proclamation 
of the President. 

“Tt has been about a year and a half 
since the Korean Armistice Agreement 
became effective. Accordingly, consistent 
with the intent of the laws, the Presi- 
dent’s action has terminated the service 
period which conferred eligibility for the 
This action is in keeping with 
the long-established practice whereby the 
Congress has limited entitlement to war- 
time veterans’ benefits to periods of mili- 
tary service associated with hostilities.” 

President Eisenhower’s action did not 
terminate the state of national emer- 
gency which was proclaimed in 1950 and 
it does not change the so-called peace- 


| time veterans’ benefits. 


Military personnel will continue to re- 
ceive such peacetime veterans’ benefits 
as hospital and medical care, disability 
and death compensation, the $10,000 in- 


| demnity, insurance, disability, or other 


retirement pay, and the six months’ death 
gratuity. 

Here are some of the effects the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation will have: 


Medical, Pensions, Etc. 


Public Law 28, 82nd Congress, approved 
11 May 1951, is one of the most important 
laws affected by the proclamation. It au- 
thorizes medical, hospital, and domiciliary 
care, and burial benefits for veterans who 
served in the Armed Forces on or after 27 
June 1950, on the same basis as WW II vet- 
erans. It also entitles such veterans and their 
dependents to the nonservice-connected pen- 
sion and _ service-connected compensation 
benefits provided by law for WW II cases. 
Closely related are the provisions of Public 
Law 463, 83rd Congress, which provides that 
disabilities incurred by persons in connection 
with reporting for final acceptance into serv- 
ice are to be regarded as service-incurred for 
compensation purposes. 

The principal effect of the proclamation on 
benefits under PL 28 would be to bar the 
accrual of rights to nonservice-connected pen- 
sions and hospitalization on a ‘‘war'’’ basis 
for new entrants into the Armed Forces after 
31 Jan. 1955. It would not affect rights of 
peacetime servicemen to receive VA hospital- 
ization under centain conditions, nor their 
rights to receive disability and death com- 
pensation for service-connected conditions at 
the 80 per cent peacetime rates. Moreover, 
under provisions of present law, any service- 
men injured thereafter while engaged in any 
future hostilities or under other extra hazard 
conditions will continue to be eligible for 
Veterans Administration compensation at the 
100 per cent wartime rates. 


Korean G.I. Bill 


Another important law affected by the 
proclamation is the Veterans’ Readjustment 
Assistance Act of 1952, otherwise known as 
the Korean GI Bill. which provides various 
benefits for veterans with service since 27 
June 1950. Education and training allow- 
ances are granted generally ranging up to 
$160 monthly for not to exceed 36 months, 
at the rate of 11%4 times the length of active 
service since 27 June 1950. GI loan assistance 
for homes, farms, and businesses, is pro- 
vided through the VA loan guaranty and 
direct loan programs to veterans with active 


service on or after 27 June 1950. Such vet- 
erans may also receive unemployment com- 
pensation benefits of up to $26 per week for 
a maximum of 26 weeks at Federal expense 
through the State unemployment compensa- 
tion systems, together with job-finding as- 
sistance from the Veterans Employment Serv- 
ice of the Department of Labor in coopera- 
tion with the State employment services. 
They may likewise receive mustering-out 
payments of from $100 to $300, depending on 
their length and place of service. 

The proclamation will end accrual of en- 
titlement for these Korean GI Bill benefits 
on 31 Jan, 1955. Veterans who have acquired 
eligibility for such benefits on the basis of 
service between 27 June 1950, and 31 Jan. 
1955, will be able to receive them subject to 
time limitations specified in the law. As indi- 
cated above, however, the proclamation will 
also set the ultimate terminal date for sev- 
eral of these benefits. For example, in ac- 
cordance with law, education and training 
benefits will cease in eight years after the 
31 Jan. 1955 date, and the loan guaranty 
benefits in 10 years. The proclamation also 
establishes an ultimate terminal date for 
mustering-out payments in the case of com- 
missioned officers, which, pursuant to law. 
will be three years after 31 Jan. 1955. 


Rehabilitation 


Under Public Law 894, 81st Congress, voca- 
tional rehabilitation is extended to service 
disabled veterans with active service on or 
after 27 June 1950. Basic subsistence allow- 
ances of up to $120 monthly to the veteran 
plus tuition and expenses to the training 
institution may be paid for up to four years 
under this program. Under the proclama- 
tion, future entrants into the Armed Forces 
will not be eligible for these benefits and 
those persons who are eligible by reason of 
service during the Korean conflict period will 
have to complete training normally within 
nine years, and in some instances within 13 
years, after 31 Jan. 1955. 

Public Law 187, 82nd Congress, authorizes 
payments of up to $1,600 toward the pur- 
chase of automobiles or other conveyances 
by veterans who have lost the use of a leg, 
an arm, or who are blind as the result of 
service on or after 27 June 1950. The Presi- 
dent’s action would make this program in- 
applicable to persons entering service after 
31 Jan. 1955. 

Housing 


Veterans with service on or after 27 June 
1950, are entitled to special benefits under 
various Federal housing assistance programs 
previously available to WW II veterans 
These include preferences in occupancy of 
low-rent housing under the United States 
Housing Act of 1937 and housing provided 
under the Lanham Act, and more liberal 
mortgage terms under the cooperative hous- 
ing mortgage provisions of the National 
Housing Act. Similarly, veterans who have 
active service on or after 27 June 1950, are 
entitled to preferences to financial assistance 
for farm housing under the Housing Act of 
1949 and also for loans under the Bankhead- 
Jones Farm Tenant Act for acquisition or im- 
provement of family-size farms. New en- 
trants into the Armed Forces after 31 Jan. 
1955, will no longer be entitled to these 
special benefits under the proclamation. 

While the effect of the proclamation is to 
make various veterans’ benefits unavailable to 
persons entering the service after 31 Janu- 
ary, persons who are already in the service. 
but who may not have served the minimum 
of 90 days at that time, as required under 
certain laws, will be able to meet this re 
quirement in part by service occurring after 
January.

The Air Force will man three addi- 
tional wings during the next 18 months 
which it previously had not counted on 
before late 1956 or the first half of 1957. 


Defense manpower reports prepared by 
the three Services show that the new New 
Look’s projected increase in AF strength 
will provide a combat force of 130 wings 
in fiscal 1956 instead of the 127 previously 
planned. 

The three additional wings, the Air 
Force said, “were originally intended for 
fiscal year 1957.” 

Manpower shifts in the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps also were detailed in 
the report which was released by Repre- 
sentative Robert J. Corbett (R-Pa.), out- 
going Chairman of the House Post Office 
and Civil Service Subcommittee on Man- 
power Utilization. 

The summaries were prepared by each 
of the Services to show how they have 
attacked dual staffing and unnecessary

July 1952 and 1 July 1954, the Army elimi- 
nated approximately 36,000 military posi- 
tions of the administrative and support 
type from tables of organization and 
equipment. This action was said to be 
chiefly responsible for the Army’s ability 
to maintain 20 divisions and 18 regi- 
mental combat teams and increase the 
number of separate combat battalions 
during a major portion of the period when 
the Service was undergoing a significant 
downward change in end strength.

Despite boosts in AF strength, which 
the Defense Department has prescribed,

compared with 975,000 requested by the 
Defense Department. 

By reducing its requirements, the Air 
Force said, however, that it should attain 


| a combat force of 130 wings during the 


present personnel ceilings, the Navy said, | 


is considered to constitute a calculated 
risk. Accordingly, personnel 
effected in the Shore Establishment are 
being utilized to improve the manning 
levels of the operating forces and thereby 
reduce this calculated risk in its combat 
readiness. 

On 30 June 1952, the Navy and Marine 
Corps together had 1,056,200 military and 
481,300 civilians. By 30 June 1954, this 
strength had been reduced to 949,600 mili- 
tary and 413,000 civilians. 

The total number of personnel in the 
two Services declined 11 per cent despite 
no reduction in combat potential of the

The Chief of Naval Operations has 
written to all bureaus and officers of the 
Navy and to Reserve Fleet commanders 
directing them to examine the feasibility 
of substituting more civilians for military 
personnel within their supporting estab- 
lishments.

USMC Headquarters Swvives To Avert : 
Bust Program For M/Sgt. Surplus 


The Marine Corps has taken action to | 


prevent a bust program in the rank of 
Master Sergeant, and to avert a marked 
slow-down in the two other Staff NCO 
ranks. 

In spite of Defense Secretary Charles 
E. Wilson’s recent announcement that the 
Corps must slash its end-strength to 


190,000 officers and men by 30 June 1956, | 


Headquarters officials report that promo- 
tion opportunities will remain good from 
Sergeant to Staff Sergeant and from 
Staff Sergeant to Technical Sergeant. 


Only token promotions, however, will | 


be permitted from Technical Sergeant to 


Master Sergeant. In a move to prevent | 
the overage of six-stripers from increas- | 


ing, Headquarters has decided to limit 
advancements to 100 annually for the 
next several years, 


It is estimated that billets will exist 


for only about 6,000 master sergeants | 
when the Corps cuts back to the fiscal | 


year 1956 level set by the Department 
of Defense. 

If Congress disapproves present Ma- 
rine Corps NCO plans, it would be “im- 
probable that we could get down to the 
required figure without forced rever- 
sions,” Headquarters says. 

The DOD call for deep cut-backs in 
over-all Marine Corps strength, coming 
on the heels of an earlier call for man- 


power reductions, has complicated the | 


problem of reducting the overage of 
M/Sgts. to requirement levels. 

The Administration’s first “New-Look” 
also called for a reduction of end- 
strength to 190,000. When this figure was 


set in December 1953, the Corps was | 
given until 30 June 1957 to make the | 


reduction. 


The initial “NNew-Look,” however, was | 
later shelved, and the Administration’s | 


program, prior to the announcement of 


the revised “NNew-Look,” called for a slice 
in total Marine Corps strength from 


about 225,000 on 30 June 1954 to 215,000 
by 30 June of this year, with a fixed maxi- 


mum of 7,022 six-stripers. 


On 31 Oct. 1954, when the last official | 


count was completed, there were ap- 
proximately 8,200 top-graders on active 
duty. 

The present excess of M/Sgts. is the 
result of promotions made during the 
Korean War, when the Marines were 
about 260,000 strong, and the fact that 
career six-stripers reenlist at a rate of 
about 96 per cent. 


Another reason for the difficulty in cut- 
ting back to 6,006 top-graders by 30 June 
1956 without resorting to forced rever- 
sions is the fact that only a very small 
percentage of M/Sgts. are due for dis- 
charge following expiration of enlist- 
ment in 1955 (280). 


However, the number will increase in 


1956 when 1,980 will come up for dis- | 
| charge. In 1957, the number will jump | 
to 2,821, and drop off to 2,023 in 1958. 


Reluctant to institute a forced rever- 
sion program which would have a serious 
effect on morale, Marine Corps Head- 
quarters is expected to request that the

In addition to the 
morale factor, Marine Corps officials feel 
that a bust program would mean the loss 
of men of proven ability who possess 
specialist skills.

problem in the best interest of the Corps. 


One step taken increased the minimum | 
time-in-grade requirements for promo- 
tion. This move serves both to put a brake 


fiscal year which begins next July and 
build to a strength of 137 wings by the 
end of fiscal ’57 “within a strength of 
975,000 military and the equivalent of 
330,000 United States civilians.” 

Certain other requirements have come 
into focus earlier than was anticipated. 
The Air Force report said, “For example, 
this year it is necessary to meet the 
added cost of a slower Korean rollup, ex- 
tending into fiscal year 1956,” and “The 
cost of the three additional wings in fis- 
cal year 1956 which were originally in- 
tended for fiscal year 1957 must be 
absorbed.” 

A level recruiting objective of approxi- 
mately 12,000 male nonprior service en- 
listees per month has been established. 
This rate will result in a shortage of 
30,130 in fiscal ’56, predicated on a 
budgeted reenlistment rate of 33-1/3 per 
cent. Additional civilians will be hired to 


offset the shortage, the Air Force said, | 


and if re-ups fall below 33-1/3 per cent, 
a secondary civilian substitution program 
will be undertaken. 

Attainment of its eventual 137-wing 
program, the Air Force said, is contingent 
on AF ability to continue to realize the 
benefits of Project Native Son which 
stresses the use of native labor in over- 
seas areas. 

Without impairing combat capability, 
the Native Son project has enabled the 
Air Force to reduce personnel costs in 
its overseas areas by an estimated $99 
million and 31,000 military Department of 
the Air Force civilian spaces. Further 
reductions are contemplated.

| USMC Soon Will Be Using 


‘“‘Igloo-Type” Shelters 


Contracts have been let for the pro- 
duction of 30 igloo-like structures for use 
by the Marine Corps. 

The squat, easily camouflaged buildings 
consist of three sections, the middle half 
circle and the two rounded ends. 

Additional center sections can be added 
to increase the lengths of the structures. 

The large sections are composed of 


| many smaller sections which can be 


placed together in the same manner as 
ice blocks are joined to form an igloo. 
Each piece fits tightly into place and is 
easily locked into position. 

Weighing 2800 pounds, the buildings 
can be erected by six men in approxi- 
mately 45 minutes. They are 20 feet wide, 
while the length can vary from 20 to 
60 feet. 

The polyester structures are equipped 
with heating systems and air condition- 
ing which will keep occupants comfort- 
able in sub-zero weather or in intensely 
hot weather. Special insulation is also 
utilized to make the shelters waterproof. 

In addition to being fire and water- 
proof, a test shelter withstood the force 
of Hurricane “Hazel” and on the spot 
tests of 115 mile-per-hour winds. 

Envisioned military uses of the new 
structures are: nerve centers in combat 
situations, coordinating centers between 
air and ground forces, and combat unit 


headquarters. 
They may also be used as field photo 
labs, personnel shelters, instrument 


shops, maintenance shops, mess halls, and 
for many other purposes. 


AF Allocated Funds For 


Machine Tools Purchase 


The Air Force has been allocated $84,- 
624,326 for the purchase “at the earliest 
practicable date” of long leadtime ma- 
chine tools peculiar to the aircraft indus- 
try and which are used only in time of 
emergency. 

The money was allocated by the De- 
fense Department as part of the $100- 
million Congress appropriated to assist 
the Armed Forces to meet their mobili- 
zation requirements for production facili- 
ties. 

The equipment which the Air Force 
plans to purchase includes large milling, 
boring and turning machines and hy- 
draulic presses. So far as possible, the 
machines procured will be adaptable to 
the rapidly changing technology in air- 
craft manufacturing.

Col. Gilbert Smith Brownell, USA-Ret., 
a veteran of both World Wars, died on 
27 Dec., at New Rochelle, N. Y., of a 
heart attack, at the age of 62, while he 
and Mrs. Brownell were visiting his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Katherine Pidgeon at Pelham 
Manor, N. Y.

120,000 More Homes 
(Continued from First Page) 
fooling ourselves with devious plans for 
the production of housing and other 
facilities through visionary devices which 
appear to cost the Government lesser 
amounts annually, but which actually 

cost a great deal more in the end.” 

Representative Vinson stressed the 
need for insuring that no housing already 
built, whether with Federal participation 
or not, should be adversely affected by 
the new program. Where private enter- 
prise can and will provide housing as 
effectively and as economically as the 
Government can provide it, “this should 
be done,” he said. 

“But,” the Chairman cautioned, “let’s 
not fool ourselves with promises of some- 
thing for nothing.” 

Congress approved the construction of 
approximately 12,000 new homes for mili- 
tary families last year, to cost an esti- 
mated $175 million. However, only $75 
million was appropriated to pay for the 
construction. 

As originally drawn up by the Defense 
Department, the housing program was 
designed to provide 150,000 new homes 
at military and naval bases over a period 
of several years. The first increment 
asked by the Defense Department was 
for 25,000 units, to cost about $350 mil- 
lion. This was halved by the Congress. 

At that time, the House Armed Services 
Committee said passage of the legislation 
would enable the military departments 
to make a modest start toward alleviat- 
ing the critical shortage of housing for 
military personnel until the housing 
problem could be given more detailed 
study and a long-range plan evolved.

Reorganization of the Office of the 
Chief of Information, Department of the 
Army, part of a plan to bring about 
major improvements in the structure of 
the Army Establishment will be com- 
peted soon.

As Chief of 
Information and Education, he will be 
responsible to the Chief of Staff. 

The Office of the Chief of Public In- 
formation will have a staff of two officers 
and a civilian special assistant who will 
advise the Secretary of the Army on 
matters of policy relating to public un- 


derstanding and support of the Army. | 
Creation of the new office is in keeping | 


with the concept of placing full repon- 
sibility for public information policy in 
the Office of the Secretary of the Army. 

The redesignated Office of Information 
and Education will be responsible for 
Army troop information and education 
policies and programs. It will also imple- 
ment public information policies formu- 
lated by the Secretary of the Army and 
supervise public information activities 


within the Army. 

The three divisions of the present Of- 
fice of Chief of Information will be con- 
tinued in the redesignated Office of Chief 
of Information and Education. The op- 
erations and activities of the three divi- 
sions, the Public Information Division, 
Troop Information and Education Divi- 
sion, and the Plans and Policy Division, 
will not be affected by the change in 
designation.

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GE “Thrust Spoilers” 
Slow Jets In Flight 


“Thrust Spoilers” for J47 jet engines, 
enabling them to slow down in flight and 
to reduce speed for landings have been 
developed and tested by the General Elec- 
tric Aircraft Gas Turbine Division. 

The thrust spoiler was designed for 
possible application on B-47’s. 

“The thrust spoiler,” says G. E. Fouch, 
General Manager of the Jet Engine De- 
partment, “is a device mounted in the 
tailpipe of the jet engine which deflects 
the gas before it passes through the jet 
exhaust nozzle, thereby reducing the for- 
ward thrust of the engine. 

“This not only reduces the normal 
landing distance of jet aircraft but also 
produces a safety factor as the plane can 
be flown at reduced speeds without re- 
ducing the operating speed of the en- 
gine,” Mr. Fouch said. “It is especially 
important for landings when a pilot may 
be waved off and told at the last moment 
to make another approach. 

“If the pilot is told to go around for 
another approach, he has only to cut out 
the deflector to obtain full engine thrust,” 
Mr. Fouch said. 


“Building Block” System 
Proves Success—BuAer 


Field tests of mechanically assembled 
electronics subassemblies for sonobouys 
reveal higher performance and reliabil- 
ity than similar equipment built by con- 
ventional methods, the Navy reports. 

The new modular or “building block” 
automatic production system was devel- 
oped by the Bureau of Aeronautics as an 
industrial preparedness measure under 
the code name “project tinkertoy.” 

The “building block” production sys- 
tem, which can produce several thousand 
complicated subassemblies, makes use of 
automatic fabrication and assembly 
equipment. In the system, conventional 
parts of an electronic circuit—a maze of 
resistors, capacitors, and wires normally 
assembled by tedious manual methods— 
are replaced with small stacks of ceramic 
wafers on which circuit elements are 
printed or mounted by machine. The 
stacks of individual wafers are mechani- 
cally assembled into electronic modules 
or subassemblies. 

An experimental automatic pilot fac- 
tory is being operated in Arlington, Va., 
by the Willys Motors Corp., under con- 
tract to BuAer. Of the original 21 ma- 
chines used in the pilot plant produc- 
tion line, 18 have proved satisfactory. The 
remaining three are being redesigned to 
improve the system. 

BuAer recently said that the mechani- 
cal production of electronic subassem- 
blies has advanced to a point warranting 
more extensive use in producing field 
equipment for the fleet. 


Lockheed Modifying B-47s 

The Marietta, Ga., plant of the Lock- 
heed Aircraft Corporation has been con- 
tracted for special modification work on 
a number of the Strategic Air Command’s 
B-47 Stratojets. 

The modification program at the plant 
will bring up to the latest configuration 
a large number of early-model Stratojets, 
and is designed to assure top performance 
aircraft for the Air Force at considerable 
savings over the cost o* new airplanes.

TARTING on 1 July, in line with a | 
Headquarters plan to develop a 100 


per cent complement of General Duty 
Officers, there will be a slow-down in 
the promotion of Special Duty Officers. 

After the cut-off date, SDO’s, excluding 
ensigns, will not be eligible for advance- 
ment when the last promoted officer on 
the lineal list was also an SDO. 

Under the new rule, when two or more 
vacancies are to be filled on the same 
date, promotions will be considered as 
being filled singly. 

Qualified GDO’s will be made as vacan- 
cies occur even though the advancement 
of SDO’s senior on the lineal list are 
delayed. 

In other words, after the effective date 
of the new system, two SDO’s cannot be 
promoted to the next higher grade in 
succession. The required order of ad- 
vancement will be a GDO, an SDO, a 
GDO, an SDO, and so forth. 

An explanation of the new promotion 
system can best be made by turning to 
the latest edition of the Register (1 July 
1954.) 

On page 11 it will be noted that the 
officer whose Signal Number is 463 is a 
GDO. (His designator begins with the 
figure “one.”) 

The next officer on the lineal list is an 
SDO. (His designator begins with the 
figure “two.”’) 

Up to this point, advancements would 
follow in normal lineal precedence, as 
well as meet the order prescribed by the 
new promotion sysem; that is, one GDO, 
one SDO. 

The next advancement, however, must 
be a GDO to meet the requirement of 
the new system. But, in order to make the 
next GDO on the list, it is now necessary 
to drop down 16 names, since the inter- 
vening 15 are all SDO’s. 

While the fact is that some GDO’s will 
be promoted before senior SDO’s, it 
should be noted that Headquarters of- 
fered all SDO’s the opportunity to change 
their “one” designators to the “two” of 
GDO’s as early as 1 July 1953. 

Personnel Circular 17-53 stated that any 
SDO could submit application for such 
change to a board of review. Of the 
officers who applied, only about five per 
cent were turned down by board action. 

After failure to be reclassified by the 
board, SDO’s had another avenue of ap- 
proach. They could still qualify as GDO’s 
by passing a series of examinations. Once 
they had passed the tests, they automati- 
cally became GDO’s. 

In addition to the new promotion sys- 
tem, Headquarters has limited the num- 
ber of SDO’s serving in the rank of com- 
mander to 12. No SDO will become eligi- 
ble for promotion to the rank of captain. 

In the future, all entrants to officer 
ranks will be trained as GDO’s. 

Headquarters’ over-all aim is the evo- 
lution of a corps of officers who will be 
qualified to perform specialist as well as 
command duties.

Freeze Transfers 


Due to the expected heavy attrition of 
enlisted personnel during January and 
February, the Commandant (PE) will not 
take action until 1 March on requests 
for transfer, Headquarters says.

these was designated as U. S. Army 
Forces in Korea, and under its control 
functioned two other organizations. The 
U. S. XXIV Corps exercised tactical com- 
mand, while the U. S. Military Govern- 
ment in Korea took charge of civil 
affairs. 

Late in 1945, a one-month course for 
Korean police, with American instruc- 
tors, was established in the old Japanese 
Academy buildings in Seoul. This initial 
effort to train Koreans in internal police 
functions was the early predecessor of 
the present Korean Military Advisory 
Group. 

When the Republic of Korea govern- 
ment was established in 1948, American 
troops who had come to the country for 
occupation duties were gradually with- 
drawn. However, a small group of 94 
officers and 194 enlisted men remained in 
Korea to form a Provisional Military Ad- 
visory Group, known as PMAG. This 
organization functioned until 1 July 1949, 
when the present U. S. Military Advisory 
Group to the Republic of Korea (KMAG) 
came into being. 

But the mission of KMAG has under- 
gone several significant alterations dur- 


istence. Initially, it was intended only to 
provide advice and assistance in the de- 
velopment of internal security forces for 
the ROK Government, and consisted of 
less than 500 officers and men. 

When the North Korean Communist 
forces poured across the 38th parallel in 
June, 1950, the tiny, under-armed and 
under-equipped ROK security force was 
called upon to combat a modern army, 
trained for aggression. KMAG advisors 
fought side-by-side with their Korean 
proteges, and many of the U. S. coun- 
selors were killed or captured in the early 
days of the Korean conflict. 

Korea’s losses in the early days of the 
war were not limited to real estate. Many 
of its pitifully small numbers of trained 
officer and enlisted personnel were also 
killed or captured. There was no time 
for training recruits, and soldiers who 
had been in the ROK Army only four 
days were thrown into front-line combat. 

As soon as the Communist offensive 
ground to a halt at the Pusan perimeter, 
KMAGQ’s plans for the training of a new 
Korean Army were placed in operation. 
Replacement Training Centers, with Ko- 
rean cadres and American officers and en- 
listed men as advisors, were set up. 
Branch and Service training schools, 
most of which had suspended operations 
during the Communist onslaught, were 
re-activated. 

But the major effort toward a fully- 
trained, operationally competent Korean 
Army began shortly after the 1951 Com- 
munist spring offensive, when General 
James A. Van Fleet, then Eighth Army 
Commander, instructed Brig. Gen. (now 
Maj. Gen.) Cornelius E. Ryan, KMAG 
Chief, to institute and administer a vast 
program in the tradition of U.S. military 
training. This program has now reached 
its fruition. Five ROK Corps, 20 ROK 
divisions, myriad related combat units, 
and ample supporting installations pro- 














vide the Republic of Korea with one of | 
the world’s strongest deterrents to Com- 


munist aggression. 


Under the Republic of Korea Army 


headquarters, with General Chung Il 
Kwon, a battle-tested division and Corps 
commander, as chief of staff function 
three major commands. 

The First ROK Army, a field army, has 
increasingly assumed operational con- 
trol of the Korean Army combat units 
massed south of the Demilitarized Zone 
against the Communist threat. The Ko- 
rean Army Training Command controls 
all replacement training centers and 
Army schools. The Second ROK Army 
(Zone of the Interior), a logistical organi- 
zation recently activated, will handle 


Pusan on the South. These detachments 
are stationed with every major element 
of the ROK Army, including corps, divi- 
sions, depots, replacement training cen- 
ters, and schools. 

Throughout its operations, KMAG has 
employed the “counterpart” system. The 
purpose of this method of operation is to 
assure, within the capabilities of KMAG 
and the availability of personnel, that 
each key officer of the Korean Army has 
at his side a KMAG advisor, who is his 
counterpart. It is the goal of KMAG to 
guarantee that a competent U. S. Army 
officer or enlisted man is constantly avail- 
able to provide the guidance required or 
requested by his Korean opposite 
number. 

KMAG plans not only for the immedi- 
ate future, but also for the years which 
are to follow. Chief among the training 
institutions now included in the ROK 
Army school system are the Korean Mili- 
tary Academy, where the first full four- 
year class will graduate in Sept. 1955, 
and the Command and General Staff Col- 
lege, where present senior officers of the 
Korean Army receive their high-level 


| military training. 
ing the five and a half years of its ex- | 


Training of officers in Korean military 
schools has been supplemented, since the 
earliest days of KMAG advisement of the 
ROK Army, by courses of instruction for 
selected officers in U. S. military training 
institutions. Schools at Ft. Benning, Ft. 
Sill, Ft. Leavenworth, and many other 
U. S. Army posts have been attended by 
groups of Korean Army officers repeated- 
ly since 1949. At such institutions as the 
Infantry School, instruction is given in 
English by resident U. S. professors, and 
is interpreted into Korean by a staff in- 
terpreter. At higher level schools, such 
as the Command and General Staff 
School, all instruction is given in English, 
without translation. ROKA officers en- 
rolled in the courses must pass prelimi- 
nary tests before leaving Korea to estab- 
lish their proficiency in the language. 

Much has been accomplished toward 
the goal of a well-trained, self-reliant 
Republic of Korea Army, capable of 
meeting with confidence any assault by 


Communist forces. But much remains to | 





be attained, particularly in the field of | 


logistics and supply. The job is a big 


one and in the light of the recent rede- | 
ployment of UN troops, it is a job of | 


increasing importance. But it is an ex- 


tremely rewarding task with tangible evi- | 
| dence of accomplishment reflected in the | 


progress of the ROK Army toward self | 


sufficiency. So long as any portion of the 
task remains unfinished, the U. S. Mili- 
tary Advisory Group to the Republic of 
Korea will continue to participate in the 
development of the ROK Army toward 
its ultimate peak of efficiency and self 
sufficiency.

AF Will Assign 
7 Skill NCO’s 


Effective this summer, all Air Force 
NCOs at the seven skill level will be as- 
signed by grade within allotted AFSCs. 

This personnel policy which affects 
master, technical and staff sergeants be- 
comes effective for returnees in June and 
for oversea replacements in July. 

In the past seven level NCOs were as- 
signed in any of the three top grades. 
This procedure has resulted in an un- 
equal distribution of NCO grades in 
some commands and limited promotion 
opportunity for senior airmen in a num- 
ber of career fields,

It is likely that the Army now will be 
able to maintain about 20 divisions, 
which will be an amalgamation of pres- 
ent combat-type divisions and the re- 
designation of present training divisions 
as tactical organizations. 

The additional manpower which the 
Army has been given also will help as- 
sure success of “Operation Gyroscope,” 
the plan for division rotation which gets 
underway this Summer.

General Summerfelt will begin duty 17 
Jan., with the Advanced Planning Group 
of Headquarters, U. S. Air Forces in 
Europe, with station at Bonn, Germany. 

General Maxwell goes to Rome from 
the Department of Defense, where he has 
been Air Force Secretary of the Research 
and Development Board since April 1952. 
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
